RIOTS IK? MADRID 

Madrid , (SPIC), Nov, 20; In response to news 
of the continuing French decline in the war 
with England and Germany, thousands of- 
openly jubilant Madridians poured into the 
streets late this morning, when the demon- 
stration evolved, into a march on the Royal 
Palace, symbol of the old monarchy, the 
outnumbered French army detatchments in the 
capital attempted to disperse the crowd. 
Shots were fired, and the demonstration 
became vilent and revolutionary, The French 
were attacked, public bukldings were occupied, 
and looting was widespread until French 
batteries In the surrounding hills commenced 
shelling of the city, When the strategic 
strongholds of the revolt were reduced to 
rubble, the French claimed that control of 
the capital had been restored, but as night 
fell, a number of buildings were still aflame, 
and rifle shots from both sides could be 
heard coming from the center of town. 
Similar revolts, It Is reported, were put 
down in Valencia and Seville,

Man of Venice much longer If Switzerland 
refuses to give back Sardinia, "We will not 
and eannot take responsibility for -his 
actions," noted His Holiness, "but Italy 
would h'ate to be in Switzerland's position 
should the Mad V n of Venice decide to take 
action as he has done in capturing Munich.

POPE CLAIM SUCCESS 

Rome (Feb. 1st); His Holiness, Pope Infalli- 
bility II, Emperor of all Italy, her numerous 
territories and possessions, Holy See, Vicar 
of Christ, Commander-in-Chief of the military 
forces throughout the Empire and Master of 
Orgies today announced the complete success 
of his long-prepared stroke to free Liech- 
tenstein from the tyrannical rule of the 
Swiss. "Although we do not especially 
approve of their leaders nor their internal 
policies," noted the Emperor, "they have the 
right, as do all the peoples of the Italian 
Empire, to rule themselves as they please. 
Therefore, although Liechtenstein will be 
incorporated into the ever-growing Italian 
Empire, complete autonomy will be offered 
to its people. " 

Reports have it that the specially trained 
Alpine Corps, in training for this operation 
in the Italian Alps since last year and 
under command of the famous Joan of Narch, 
made contact with the Free Revolutionary 
Liechtenstein forces just two. days ago. 
There were no battles to speak of as the 
combined force penetrated into the heart of 
Liechtenstein as Swiss garrisons fled before 
them or were slaughtered hy the angry mobs of 
citizens rising in revolt as soon as news, . . 
of the impending liberation had become known. 
The only formal resistance encountered was 
in the capital city of Valdez where the 
remnants of the Swiss army had gathered for 
one last stand in the center of the city. 
Official reports from Valdez say this force 
held out a day and a night, and only this 
morning surrendered upon seeing the hope- 
lessness of their position. The Italian 
Ministry of War reports that the Alpine Corps 
is now stationed on the borders of .Switzer- 
land itself. Beyond that the official 
spokesmen will not comment.

their lackeys. . To support the war effort, 
the Swiss Military Unified Command sent 
General Johannus Boyer, He gave the up-to- 
date report on the war. 

"Gentlemen, today is February 6, 191 6. 
Today is the President's birthday, and we 
have used the secret code, ..Birthday, to 
head this first combined naval and amphibious 
operation,- Daring and bold it was, gentlemen,' 
but we have succeeded beyond our wildest 
dream* We have, of this date, invaded Italy 
in Fiedmcnt and we have landed in Rome, We 
have taken control of Piedmont to the Gulf 
of Lyons, and. we have just received reports 
that the combined, naval and paratroop 
forward Invasion group have captured Rome 
and established a beachead. The Navy is 
rapidly setting up control of the sea area 
between the island of Corsica and Rome, We 
have made sure to blockade the Italian Navy 
to the south. For this surprising victory, 
we have paid a price, gentlemen, I am sorry 
to say, but we have used the island of Sardinia 
as a bait to get the Italian Navy out of the 
way. The brave men who have volunteered to 
remain on .Sardinia have sworn to fight to 
the death in and around the hills of that 
island. But, with our capture of Rome, we 
will have shocked the Italian people into 
resignation. . , .. . " the chamber was rudely 
filled with noise as a messenger ran into 
it towards the General, "General," the 
messenger said, "news from Rome. " The 
General accepted the communication and 
dismissed the messenger, and he read the 
letter, 

"Gentlemen of the Cannon! We have captured 
the POPE* i " the General yelled in glee. The 
whole chamber rose in cheers upon seeing the 
significance of the capture. For this would 
surely force the Italians to sue for peace. 

"Gentlemen, . please be quiet, the : capture 
of the Pope does not mean that we have won 
the war— far from it. But, we do hope to 
reach a peace' settlement. Our military 
plans are now for holding on to what 'we have: 
Piedmont, our bridge to the sea, the islands 
of Corsica and Sardinia. Liechtenstein will 
be granted freedom If they will accept our 
assistance in their liberation from the hated 
Italians. We feel that Italy, when faced 
•with our reasonable proposal, and with our 
capture of their Pope/Emperor and of Rome, 
they will accept our offer of peace with honor 
for both sides." The General was asked where 
the Pope was being held. /' Sorry, that is 
top secret, but he Is now 'on his way by ship 
(cont. col. 1 , pg, 7) 
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to a secret submarine base. From there, he 
will be taken to a secret underwater fortress 
which we have' built a year ago in anticipa- 
tion of Italian aggression, " 

The General was asked, "What about the 
two ships that were sunk by the Serbian Sub?" 

"Well, we admit the losses of those ships , 
and I am sure our ally will xrork with us 
for the loss of his ship. Cf course, I am 
not allowed to digress any further on this 
matter. The navy is still being made 
stronger. Those ships have already been 
replaced. " 

"What about the Liechtenstein rebels 
destroying the cheese factory?" 

"Who needs cheese? We have shifted our 
ecorr -\j to industrial and heavy industrial 
goods. We are still supplying many powers 
with weapons of war such as France, Sicily, 
Albania and Russia," 

"lou say we're supplying Sicily?" 

"All, . .yes, we have supplied them with 
war materiel for the defense of their island." 

"What then, will be our next step to 
take in the war 'with Italy and Serbia?" 

"We will try to negotiate a peace settle- 
ment with Italy with returning to a str'.us - 
quo, that is, we keep Sardinia and Corsica - 
plus an outlet to the sea near Marseilles , 
France, In return, we are willing to give 
back Tyrolia and Liechtenstein, as well as 
their Pope . " 

"What about their threat to attack our 
country?" 

"Our country is one vast hilly fortress 
of rock and mountains, They would never be 
able to conquer us. Meanwhile, Rome is in 
the center of a vast industrial and flat 
plain. Our armies are landing there every 
hour. If they don't agree to a peace, we 
will force it. That is all, gentlemen," 
The General left the Chamber in gi e^t silence.

One 
spokesman was quoted as saying, "We" now feel 
that the situation In Europe, although 
potentially quite explosive still, is stable 
enough to allow for Italian participation in 
the world monetary markets, especially the 
all-important Bern e.:..:hange . As you know, it 
has been our policy during this past year to 
forbid all dealings— this should be quite 
understandable' to all x^hen one looks at the 
plight cf France and Russia, each thrown into 
turmoil with the loss of their capital city. 
However, now that this dangerous unpredictable- 
state of affairs has past and Europe is In 
motion along definitive directions, we are 
directing our men at the world monetary 
markets to immediately offer the lira on 
the open market, as well as to buy such 
currencies as we thing are stable, namely 
Crowns and Piastres." Predictions here have 
it that the Lira will gain steadily, while 
the German mark will spiral downward at an 
ever increasing rate until stabilizing some- 
time In mid. -May, 



SWISS PRESIDENT IS IMPEACHED! 

Bern, Swi t z erland : President Johann Boyer; 
Sr. was impeached by the Cannon on grounds 
that he allowed Council Representative 
Johann Boyer, Jr. II to carry out illegal 
bomb threats.

Bern, Switzerland ; Over in the 
Council of Nations, two motions 
were passed that affects the 
Bourse Game: one on betting 
and one for establishing banks. 

We were concerned about 
both of these motions, but 
decided to let them pass on a 
trial basis. Gambling will 
have to be controlled, and so 
will those who set up banks. 
Both xd.ll cause this GM more 
itfork (which we don't like), but 
we will act as "moderator" in 
these two affairs only requiring 
that full reports be made each 
season by those operating banks, 
or gambling "houses." Thus, we 
will have something to work on 
if and when someone does some- 
thing wrong , ; . 

In addition to these full 
seasonal reports to the GM on 
all money involved and all 
nations involved; this GM will 
require the operators to submit 
a brief but complete report for 
publication In Aquarius each 
season. We will- reserve the 
right to - shorten, change or 
even delete portions found as 
unneccessary -or too ■ lengthy . 

Together, the two reports 
will serve to force- our game 
"operators'" to operate on- a - 
honest basis, and for the' 
ultimate protection of the 
"customers. " 

As of now, we will allow 
no more than two banks to go 
to the first two nations to - 
submit "applications" for 
setting up a National Bank,. 
The Wager Law, we are inter- 
preting as, will cover wagers 
made between individuals whereas 
CN#33 introduced by Belgium, 
will cover organized betting- 
houses. The wager law is now 
restricted by CN#15 in which 
we proposed and, passed allowing 
nations to assign away up to 
100 diplodollars worth during 
the Winter session. Thus, bets 
can be paid off , but none must 
exceed this yearly limit, CN#33 
will allow more to be assigned, 
as for a gambling house,

A JUSTIFED COMPLAINT 

Bern, Swit zerland (CHP) ; This GM received a 
complaint from the representative of Belgium, 
the distinguised acting General Secretary, 
John De Frisco. The complaint was our twisting 
of words to Council Motion #1 5b. and #21. The 
first motion was passed making the terms of 
office the length of "two years," With #21, 
I altered the wording and meaning r by mistake, 
to restrict the term of office to one year 
and that no one could be in office for more 
than one "term" at a time. This is wrong as 
CM#21 only restricted consecutive terms, and 
did not shorten the terms of office for both 
the General Secretary and the Deputy General 
Secretary. Consequently, Mr. John DeFrisco 
will remain as acting General Secretary (due 
to his position as D.G, S. ) through the end of 
1916. Next Winter, then, we will hold new 
elections for these two offices. Our apologies 
to Mr. DeFrisco. As a side note, we are 
adding to Mr. DePrisco's pp total another 10 
pp for his second year of office. 

Another of Mr. DePrisco's complaints was 
about my forgetting to print his sports arti- 
cle ab:ut his proposed liege Race Track. This

A . one nation Security Council 
is intolerable and must cease. Liechtenstein 
realized long ago the danger that would result 
from giving Switzerland too much power, When 
Liechtenstein's motion #16 came before the 
Council it was defeated by the large powers 
and their swine, ■ England and Turkey saw the 
danger then as I did. Now motion #3^ has come 
before the Council and I hope that all the 
freedom loving people of Europe demand its 
passage.

two possible candidates — the host country 
and the Gamesmaster, Personally ; I don't 
.feel that, .the organizer should.' be allowed to 
bet — but that shouldn't be handicapping him 
from taking .advantage of the betting. It is 
said the "Bank" has the advantage because it 
sets the "limits"— so If the host country was 
the banker, then conceivably he would gain 
from holding the "Bank"., Of ccvrse,- it might 
be possible to make- 'book' on the games and 
have odds, but then it becomes a question of 
who acts as "Bookmaker", Such a system could 
be worked out, but it would, take time and 
that Is one thing we do not have — unless you 
propose to delay the Olympics, So with that 
all. in mind. I would like to, propose that such 
a "Bank" be set up and. that the position of 
"Banker" be offered to the host country (or 
any player interested in forming such a bank). 
Also, for the first Olympics a limit be 
established on the betting in chat any cash- 
bets not exceed the respective monetary 
units of the host • country.

Switzerland. « We feel that the new wager law 
only pertains to personal bets with restric- 
tions on the total amount. It appears that 
players can give up to 50 grams of gold for 
Bourse actions and ICQ grams for C ox N 
actions. This gives a combined 1 50. which 
could, be used for- betting, purposes. 

We ask for proposals defining limits in 
(cont, col. 1, pg, 11 ) 
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amount of bets, either yearly or seasonally. 
For operating betting houses, for having 
bankers, etc., we ask for rules & regulations. 
Please remember to keep it simple as possible. 

For the time being, betting should be 
restricted to sports events, and no betting 
on gambling "games. " The latter would be too 
involved, we think.

Ber n , Swit z er la nd ( CH P ) ; "We have a few new 
motions for your consideration: 
CK#35 (Belgium) : For the past year or so we 
have witnessed several verbal wars involving 
the Delegate from Switzerland and several of 
the other delegates. As a result many motions ' 
have been submitted aimed at penalizing not 
only Mr. Boyer, but other delegates who have 
been in verbal conflict with Mr. Boyer'. 
However, it must be remembered that Mr, Boyer 
cannot be penalized since he does not have 
prestige points, nor any of the currencies in 
the bourse. It must also be remembered that 
Mr, Boyer is :. the unique position of having 
all the material at hand before he makes his 
motions or verbal attacks. This is a clear 
disadvantage for the rest of us. I therefor 
propose that Mr, Boyer be barred from entering 
into verbal wars with the delegates and to 
leave us alone to tend to our affairs. Thank 
you/' 

CN;j--3° (Italy) : "My fellow delegates to the 
Council of Nations, You have all seen the 
Italian vote on CN#28„ However, this vote 
was not due to a reluctance to denounce 
SxcLtzerland, but merely to question the 
feasibility of a Council of Rations joint 
army-of -occupation in Bern, Can my fellow 
delegates imagine what would happen should 
English and Russian, or French and German 
troops meet? Obviously, this must be handled 
in another way. 

The Italian government therefore proposes 
first, in case CN#28 has been passed ((it was 
not)) despite our- efforts, that it be rescinded 
and that second, the Swiss government be 
officially denounced by the Council of Nations 
for violating its sacred treaties of long 
standing regarding its neutrality; that the 
Council of Nations call for an immediate 
boycott of all goods and services supplied by 
Switzerland and immediate suspension of any 
trade relations with that country? that the 
Council of Nations officially condemn the 
Swiss invasio ns of lichtenstein, Corsica, and 
Sardinia ; and finally that the Council of 
Nations sanction efforts by any nation who's 



territory has been attacked or annexed by the 
Swiss to regain that territory, by force if 
necessary. 

We feel that Switzerland must be stopped, 
and stopped now, and urge a yes vote on this 
proposal as the best means to achieve this 
end. Thank you, Mr. General Secretary." 
C N#37 ( Swi tz erland ) ; Switzerland proposes that ■ 
the GM of the Council of Nations, our esteemed 
Johann Boyer, Jr., be allowed to screen out 
easily solved proposals. He would be mandated 
to determine which proposals the nations 
would be allow to "lay their prestige on the ' 
line." Previous proposals such as #28 and 
7 f30 would not have been allowed. This, however, 
would still permit votes to be ta'Ken and all 
proposals submitted published.

THE EXILE, 
An Interview by 
? SPIC Staff Writer Lor en Amsden 

This interview took place in Austerwatz, 
Bavaria, in the spacious hunting ,lodge pn the 
Danube which was built and used by King 
Ludwig II of Bavaria. The hall where I was '• 
introduced to the King of Spain in exile was 
large, but not Intimidating. The oak 
paneling was dark and expensive, and the 
moldings were gilded. A large fire roared 

in the marble fireplace, but it was one of 
those rare, German autumn days when the biting 
cold of the air outdoors was made crisp and 
clean by blue skies and crystal sunlight, The 
bay windows behind the King faced on a terraced 
garden descending to the Danube and the feet 

of the fir and spruce covered hills beyond, 
His Christian Majesty Alfonso XIII of 
Aragon, Castille and Leon, was dressed in 
German knickers and a Spanish, white, puff- 
sleeved shirt. The 29 year old King's 
boyish looks hid the alert, incisive mind' 
which scarcely more than 20 months ago granted 
some self-regulation to the Catalonian provinces 
of Spain, who's fight for equal representation 
In Spanish government had been long and 
fruitless until then. The King's statuesque 
English wife, Victoria Eugenie of Schleswig- 
Holstein, appeared briefly to whisper in the 
King's ear. He nodded: and she quietly ' : ; 

vanished, 

SPIC; Your iiajesty has been quoted speaking 
of France In very, emotional terms. What Is 
your real opinion of that nation? 
The King: With the German capture of Paris, 

it becomes obvious that the French have some- 
where been in error. To me, it is the French 
passion for republics that causes their down- 
fall. Enlightened despotism, truly, is the 
most effective and most just form of govern- 
ment known to man, and is far prefer ~ble to 
republicanism, especially for a nation with 
as little internal order as France, Thus, 
France should have emulated Louis XIV and the 
diplomatic victories of Richelieu and Mazarin 
rather than the violent Napoleonic excesses 
that followed the Revolution and the First ' 
Republic, (The King laughed. ) Voltaire was

Don't you find the German 
conquests as violent an excess as the French 
imperialism? (The reader should remember that 
the King and the late Kaiser were personal 
friends , ) 

The Kings- Germany? No, All wars are fought 
in the name of principles. In this war., : 
Germany has a moral right. German movements 
in Scandinavia are aimed at bringing to 
justice the dastardly criminals who slew our 
martyred Kaiser. Holland welcomed the German 
people, (The King leaned forward in his chair) 
Remember, it was France who advanced to the 
German border at Burgundy while the German 
armies were aimed north, This necessitated 
the invasion of the French protectorate, 
Belgium, to defend ourselves. How can you 
compare an avenging Germany to .France, who 
had taken to attacking defenseless nations? 
It's own alli es no less I As you remember, 
England, France and Spain signed a mutual 
declaration of alliance in 1913. 'When this 
war broke out, we in Spain were sending pro- 
posals for joint action to our "ally" at the 
very moment France was traitorously mobiliz- 
ing on our borders J (AQUARIUS #?, pg.

Monaco s As we saw last Fall the action was 
hot and heavy. There were some major reverses 
as the great powers of Europe continue to 
jockey for power, wealth, and women. 

The Austro-ltalian alliance has grown 
stronger with cooperation in both Turkey and 
Germany, This removes much of the pressure 
on Russia and may allow Russia's survival with 
four major centers in its hands. The Germans 
have received a nasty blow. Even with its 
continued growth from gains in France and 
Scandinavia j the pressure on the German home- 
land may prove to be L.^~r- Barents' downfall. 

Reports on the great powers' adjustments 
this winter have been collected by Dr. Peter 
Hershey Olmes. A summation of these reports 
follows. 

Austria shall most likely raise an- army in 
Budapest. From this central location the new 
army is close to Serbia, Rumania, 'and Galicia. 

England will be building another fleet. 
However > there is some confusion in where it 
will' be located. Either London or Liverpool. 

France with the loss of Paris will 
demobilize the fleet in the Gulf of Lyon, The 
other four strike forces will be needed to 
repel the Anglo-German attack. 

Germany must . contain and remove the southern 
threat. Thus, an army will be assembled in 
Berlin to defend the capital and assist in 
the departure of certain undesirable aliens. 

Italy will build an army in Venice if it 
plans to make further gains in: the north. 
Otherwise, expect to see a new fleet in 
Naples . 

Russia must remove one of its fleets to 
allow for a regrouping of its strength, If 
the northern fleet goes, it could signal an 
attack on Turkey. 

Turkey, shaken by its hirailiating defeat 
in Greece, will mobilize a new army in Constan- 
tinople. It could be a rough war if - Russia 
intervenes from the north. 

Finishing the report,. Br. Olmes stated 
that there might be delays in future analyses 
of the war, He will be going i.xto the consul- 
ting business with a major American firm, and 
this may remove his opportunities to visit 
Monaco and study the war from close up.
